ORGANIZATION OF ANY KIND AND PUSHED IDEA OE CONSUMER/ PRODUCER 
COOPERATION. VISIT WAS PRIMARILY ATMOSPHERIC BUT NAKASONE 
DISCUSSED BOTH POSSIBLE CONCESSIONS AND TRADING PARTICIPA- 
TION CURDE FOR JAPANESE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT OE KINGDOM.

1. IN MAY 3 MEETINGS WITH MINISTER OE PETROLEUM YAMANI, 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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DEPUTY MINISTER PRINCE SA' UD AND DEPUTY GOVERNOR PETRO- 
MIN, PRINCE SAAD, JAPANESE MITI MINISTER YASUHIRO NAKASONE, 
ACCOMPANIED BY SAME DELEGATION OF GOJ OFFICIALS WHO
